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PREFACE 


HREE AND TWENTY YEARS have gone since the thing happened, 
T which God’s Holy Spirit instantly sealed as faith working by love. 
After four years, when every day saw peril surmounted by worship in the 
Upper Room of Talbot Housc, the brotherhood (established at God’s Board), 
leaving the men whom War had passed into Peace, came home to build 
a House of weekday Worship, manned by the homeless for the stranger's 


benefit. 


The open door called in the younger generation, whom the Lord led to 
maintain the good thing thus begun; and others, in their turn, have brought 
their strength into Toc Н, іп many lands and scas and circumstances. 


So stands this House this day. Troubles have come, perplexities and 
losses; there has been equivalent gain; we must be sure of that. 


But all the gain were dross, if there should falter the truth that here 
is work built upon worship. Life at its strongest most necessitates religion 
at its best in common life. 


The purpose of Toc H is the conversion, and nothing less, of Everyman 
concerned. We have an Altar; and our social service shallows indeed if once 
our aims are prayerless or denuded of invocation of the Holy Spirit. Men 
who would work for him, however shyly, must come to him in secret 
and together. If they do not, true Talbot House will fall; and one more 
halting, unconvinced Society, bearing the name, would not be Spirit-led. 


Therefore it is a custom that is wise within Toc Н, since nincteen years 
ago, when the first Acts of Devotion begat continuance of the daily worship 
of Talbot House in Flanders, to procure the reverence and to foster the picty 
of Everyman by the preparation of an Order of Prayer. Though some such 
аге appointed for first use at a Festival, yet they are not meant for that 
occasion only, but for any time of stillness or of solemnity. Where men 
or women gather as the sons and daughters of the House, let them decide 
freely to drink, as at a wayside fountain, beside the road of duty undertaken. 


The cup here offered knows its limitations; but, given in the all-sufficient 
name, and derived (for the most part) from Scripture, that which is proffered 
trusts its origin. May it be found in a most humble measure to recall that 
brook by the way which causes those who stoop to lift up their heads, 
renewed in purpose of pursuit. An invincible Master is worthy of 


indomitable servants.

1. Place yourself in the presence of God. “ Spiritual silence is the 
turning of the soul in quietness to a power beyond itself.” 


“ My soul be thou silent unto God, for my expectation is from him.” 


“ The Lord is nigh unto all them that call upon him—yea, all such 
as call upon him faithfully.” 


“He will fulfill the desire of them that fear him: he also will 
hear their cry and will help them.” 


2. Make an act of faith reminding yourself of what you really do 
believe, and professing your faith before God, e.g., 


“I believe that God hears and answers prayer—and that with God 
all things are possible.” 


“I believe that God's kingdom can come on earth, and that every- 
thing that is wrong in the life of the world, or of the nation, 
or of the Church, or in my own life can be conquered by the 
power of God.” 


“Lord, 1 believe, help thou mine unbelief.” 

3. Turn now to intercession, remembering that in intercession we are 
not trying to tell God what he ought to do. We are seeking all the time 
that his will may be done. 

Let us pray— 


1. For the world—that all who profess and call themselves Christians 
may seck first the Kingdom of God and his righteousness: that they may 
seek peace and ensue it. 
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2. For our own land, and for the Commonwealth of British Nations. 
Seriousness. Unity. Religion. That in these difficult days we may all walk 
worthy of our Christian profession. 


3. For our King—that peace may be in his days. 


4. For all that are put in authority under him—that they may be given 
wisdom, prudence, courage: that they may uphold what is right, and 
perform what is just, so that in all things God's will may be done. 


5. For a spirit of quiet confidence in God. 


O GOD of peace, who hast taught us that in returning and rest we 
shall be saved, in quietness and in confidence shall be our strength; by the 
might of thy Spirit lift us, we pray thee, to thy presence, where we may 
be still and know that thou art God; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


6. Finally, as we think of the present tension in Europe, let us pray 
that the Spirit of God may so assuage the passions and prejudices of men 
that the peace of the world may be preserved. 


O RIGHTEOUS LORD that lovest righteousness look in mercy upon 
our bewildered and distracted world. Show us all where we are wrong;
